8. Tho Oouncll may grade and construct jiuh-

4. All public sldownlks and footpaths shall be 
graded, constructed, maintained and repaired 
by tho Council aL tbe expense of the Corpora- 
tion, oreepL as hereinafter mentlonixl.

THE POWER OF WEALTH. 
Its lufluonce In Hashing Up tbe KlssaueCase. 

The power of money and influence in 
hushing up scandal is finely illustrated in 
tho Kiasano case in California. No inci- 
dent could bo imagined better suited to 
the sensational temper of the San Fran- 
cisco press, and yet since tho lirst publica- 
tion the newspapers have been dumb. 
The Sacramento 2fce, of all the papers in 
tho state, is the only one which is follow- 
ing the matter uji in a natural way. - Fuh- 
sano, or Win. King Rogers, as he is known 
in California, is allied by marriage to 
Hoggin, who is a friend and partner of 
Hearst, tbe proprietor of tho Examiner— 
hence tho silence of that journal. Reuben 
Lloyd, tho well-known lawyer <of San 
Francisco, and now known to bo Kiasune's 
brother, is the friend and legal advisor of 
Mike do Young— hence the silence of tho 
Chronicle, Thero is said to bo some 
sort of scandal in the career of Mr. 
Pickering, one of tho proprietors of tho 
Call and Bulletin, and this is said to ex- 
plain why these journals have "shut up." 
Means have been found to suppress the 
Pest and btoek Report, probably through 
processes well know to rich men when 
dealing with small, hungry and venal 
newspapers. The Alta aud tho Sacra- 
mento Record- Union wore easily silenced 
by tho "railroad crowd," with which Kis- 
ssiio is connected. 

In tho public library at San Francisco 
there wero certain books containing refer- 
ences more or less definite to William Kls- 
Bftiie, the forger, murderer and swindler. 
These have all boon stolen, and aro no 
longer to bo found. They have been 
stolen, Loo, from the library of congress. 
A leas dishonest suppression was practiced 
on .» pamphlet which was published, giv- 
ing a spirited account of the "Martha 
Washington" arson and murder. Hardly 
■was this published when somebody bought 
up every copy and bought up the plates, 
and tho book went out of existence, 
Again, one or two recent numbers of tho 
Now York Humid contained quite full 
and detailed accounts of Kiasane and hia 
criminal career. When those numbers 
reached San Francisco fomebody instantly 
flow around and bought them clean oil" 
every news stand. Even the News Com- 
pany was bought up. It refused to sell 
the Sacramento Bee containing the expo- 
sure, and undertook to bully tho news 
stands into rofusing, but without much 
success. Efforts wore made to buy up 
and destroy the whole edition of the Bee, 
any required price being plfered, This 
effort failed and large editions of the Bee 
have boon sold here. Even tho associated 
press haB boon strangely BilonL 

The pretense iB set up that the matter is 
suppressed out of regard for Kissane's 
family, but this is stull' and nonsense. It 
is not tho way of tho sensational proas of 
San Eraneisco to put, sentiment before 
business, It is a clear case of suppres- 
sion secured through "personal inllu- 
once," or bought and paid for. It ia a 
Bhauiu to the press of California that a 
rich criminal can thus buy himself clear 
of infamy.- Qriyomari.

Honse— Gladstone Loudly cheered by 
the Paraellltes, 

London, May 2. — In the House of 
Commons to-night Healy moved that tho 
first clause of tho Crimes bill bo so amend- 
ed as to indicate clearly to what portions 
of Ireland it would be applicable. Ho 
suggested that tho words "proclaimed 
districts" bo omitted, and Kerry, London- 
derry and Belfast be inserted in thoir 
stead. 

Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
declined to accede to this proposal. Ho 
said the government intended to apply 
the clause to all parts of Ireland where 
tho prevuleuco of crime justified such 
action. 

Mr. Healy asked if bloodstained Bel- 
fast, whore the troops had boon shot 
and policemen murdered, was to go free 
while miserable rack-rented districts in 
the southwest wore to be punished. 

Mr. Balfour replied that the Govern- 
ment would exercise perfect impartiality 
iu suppressing disorder everywhere. 

Labnuohero said the scope and aim of 
the bill was to crush out tho Nationalists, 
leaving Orangemen to do anything they 
liked. The administration of the law was 
so bound up with the Orange faction that 
if could not be impartial. 

Gladstone suggested that the words 
"proclaimed districts" remain, but the 
districts lie defined under the other 
clauses of the bill. The answer of Mr. 
Balfour that all districts would be treated 
impartially was not sufficient because the 
ministers bad often referred to particular 
parts of Ireland where the bill was meant 
to operate, No doubt the people of Bel- 
fast regarded with distrust and horror the 
prevalence of disorder in their midst, but 
the same apology waa equally good for the 
other districts. (Hear, hear). Tho con- 
duct of some persons in Belfast recently 
stained Ireland more than the conduct of 
the people of any other part of Ireland 
had. (Cheers). 

The amendment proposed by Ileuly 
that inquiry be held only when evidence 
waa withheld on account of intimidation, 
was rejected, 20li to 110. After a dis- 
cussion lasting two hours and a half, Healy 
moved that, the high court, and not tho 
attorney-general be empowered with the 
order of inquiry. 

Gibson, solicitor-general for Ireland, re- 
plied that the government was unable to 
accept the amendment. 

Gladstone, rising, replied to a statement 
by Elliott, that lie (Gladstono) was re- 
sponsible for the equally strong system of 
live years ago, and said that Elliott over- 
looked the essential difference, [namely, 
that hia bill had been directed against 
crime, while the one under discussion was 
not. (Cries of "Oh, oh.") "At-deast," 
ho added, "the present bill ia directed 
against a not hitherto considered crime." 
Anyway, he would not have renewed hia 
former proposals, because bo was convinc- 
ed that they only aggravated the evil. 

Haldane, home rule liberal, proposed to 
substitute the word "judgo" for "high 
court." 

Healy assented. 

W. II. Smith, lirat lord of the treasury, 
amid cries of "Shame I" moved to enforce 
the cloture. 

Tho motion was carried, 257 to 135. 
(Jladstone and other opposition leaders 
walked slowly into the opposition lobby, 
while the Parnellites and Gladstonians 
stood cheering wildly. Ilealy's amend- 
ment was rejected, 2(11 to D12. 

Nolan moved to report progress on tho 
bill. 

W. II. Smith said the government was 
unable bo agree to this, because only !) of 
the 140 amendments to the lirat clause had 
been disposed of.

MR. VAN J H0RNE 

Kiplaius the Position of the Canadian TacUlc 
Hallway. 

Ottawa, Out., April 28. — Tho members 
from Manitoba, the Northwest and British 
Columbia had an interview with Messrs. 
Van llorno and Olds to-night, and spoilt 
several hours in discussing tho whole situ- 
ation. Mr. Van Homo said there could be 
only three grounds for complaint against 
the Canadian Pacific— the service, not fur- 
nishing railway facilities, and the rates. It 
waa admitted the service was admirable. 
He explained there wero in the old pro- 
vince of Manitoba one mile of road to every 
115 people, as against one mile to every 306 
in ( Interio and 715 in Quebec As to rates 
the last tariff of the Northern Pacific and 
St. Paul and Manitoba roads wero 
produced and compared with the Can- 
adian Pacific, when it was shown that Uio 
latter were from 25 to 68 per cent, lower, 
the greatest difference in favor of the Can- 
adian road being on articles most impor- 
tant to the country, such as wheataud other 
grains, cool and agricultural implements. 
Mr. Van Home contended that as the rates 
wereaubject to the control of theDominion 
government, if felt oppressive, pressure 
should be brought to boar to have them re- 
duced instead of clamoring about a monop- 
oly. Ho explained that there wero no dis- 
criminating rates. So far as monopoly waa 
concerned the road waa not afraid of com- 
petition, but ho urged that if American 
roads wore allowed to enter the province 
they would seriously injure the branch 
lines which wore now profitable and 
completely destroy tho immediate 
chance for their extension. With olio 
breath the people demanded these lineB 
and the next moment demanded a policy 
of anti-disallowance which would ruin 
them, lie also explained tho way money 
had to bo borrowed to construct the 
branch linos and claimed that they had 
been built, not so much as a protHablo 
speculation but to accommodate settlors, 
and that tho money was only soourud by 
advances privately from Sir George 
Stephen Sir Donald Smith. The tax 
law, by which the Canadian Pacific was at 
the mercy of the municipalities, alao ttf 
fooled the operations of the company be- 
ing extended. British Columbia matters 
were also disoussodand Van Home prom 
isod to bring several suggestions proffered 
before tho board of directors

THE ESt,) DIM ALT CRAVING DOCK. 

To run Euitob: — Your article of the 
27th ultimo and the letter of "Merchant" 
in your issue of the 29th. on "The Esqui- 
malt graving dock," have been the source 
of some speculation aa to the benefit to be 
derived from this dock by the shipping 
interests of the Pacific coast. 

The province Iuih foregone much that it 
migh! be constructed. For years a largo 
portion of the revenue was appropriated 
to this end. Just hopes wore founded on 
the benefits to accrue from its completion, 
that now, after an expenditure of nearly 
$900,000, seem doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Nothing could justify such an ex- 
penditure but the hope of having at Es- 
quimalt a modern dock adapted to modern 
Bhips, one that might afford such facili- 
ties and inducements as to bo an impor- 
tant factor in forming a maritime centre. 

That the Esquimalt duck is not such i 
now certain. Its incapacity to admit a 
first idass steamship of late construction, 
is a defect which, if not removed, must 
preclude this province from many advan- 
tages that it might otherwise enjoy. 

The uniform tendency in ship building 
during the twelve years that have elapsed 
since the dock was designed, has been to 
gain both speed and capacity by increas- 
ing tho length of ships without much var- 
iation in either the beam or draft. This 
praetico,govoriiod by a growing oonimerce, 
is now producing ships that require a dock 
for t heir accommodation, 130 feet longer 
than that at Esquimalt , and this notwith- 
standing that the Esquimalt dock as con- 
structed has a greater length, by fifty feet, 
than originally intended. 

Some information was obtained during 
a visit to Esquimalt, that is at least dis- 
appointing, as it seems to be the general 
impression that this dock is all that, will 
bo required for years to come. 

With the caisson in its ordinary work- 
ing position, the dock can accommodate a 
ship of 410 feet on the keel, or about 125 
feet over all. Such a ahip would be prop- 
erly shored for only 281 feet of it* length, 
and partially shored for an additional 123 
feet. Thioughoul this latter portion the 
mosL important bracing would be absent. 
This circumstance is perhaps tho most im- 
portant indication of its capacity. For 
the rapacity is as effectively limited by 
bracing room as it is by length or depth. 

The. dock may suffice for Lhe present 
season, as the Parthia, Bolivia and Aby- 
sir.uin aro the largest ships that may bo 
expected, the longest of which ia 363 feet 
on tho keel. Should the City of Tokio or 
the City of Pekin, both of which run to 
Sao Francisco, and are 423 teet on the 
keel. Book repairs here the dock 
be closed to them. Though in 
the abstract it may bo made to 
aco .nimdate a vessel 430 feet on the keel, 
thi.^ would bo attended with such risk, in- 
convenience and danger aa to be resorted 
to onlj' under pressing circumstances. A 
ye. r or two hence wo may expect to see 
in om ports steamers of the Atlantic typo. 
If they cannot be docked at Esquimalt 
thoy must be docked elsewhere. A dock 
for this purpose, to be a financial success, 
be able to take two ordinary sail- 
sels or a ship 660 feet on the keel. 
That is somewhat larger than those now 
>n the Atlantic. 

It! on the keel 
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There, are innumerable ranging from 
410 to 440 feet, 

That there must be a dock at some port 
in % tho northern Pacific 150 feet longer 
than the Esquimalt dock is a commercial 
necessity. 

WhoLl ler the requirements of ships such 
as These shall be met by lengthening tho 
dock at Esquimalt, or by building one 
elsewhere, is a question which must sug- 
gest itself with deep interest to the people 
of Victoria in particular and British Col- 
umbia in general. Mariner.

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GrRAVING DO0K EXTENSION. 

Wo would again urge upon the Board of 
Trade tho necessity of making Btrong ro- 
prosentiitiqns to blip government as to the 
necessity of making iiu appropriation for 
tho extension of the drydoqk. At present 
its length, 450 foot, is not adequate to the 
requirements of our proposod ocean trnllio 
and the additional cost of extending it 
would be comparatively small. Strong 
resolutions from the City Council and the 
Board of Trade would materially strength- 
en the hands of our representatives and 
hasten the end in view. All the pressure 
possible should be brought to bear on tho 
government in order to induce them to 
make the necessary appropriation. Tho 
City Council has already dealt with the 
matter, and the Board of Trade should 
not bu behind them in promoting the 
public good. 

J U HI LEE FUNDS. 

If we are to have a proper celebration 
of the Queen's jubilee asa matter of course 
funds must be provided to moot tho ox- 
ponses. Our people have individually 
many drains upon them in various ways 
in connection with the festivities and wo 
think tbe^ty should provide the moans. 
The most |uitablo mode in our mind to 
raise the funds would bo to submit a by- 
law to the people asking for at least §5,000. 
This would not be discriminating and 
would do justice to all classes of our citi- 
zens. If any balance remained after the 
holidays were over it could be donated to 
the Victoria jubilee hospital. We think 
the city council ought to take this 
matter in hand and go to the 
people as speedily as possible for a deci- 
sion. An occasion such as this will not 
occur again in this general ion,' and a spe- 
cial effort should be made to make it in 
every way memorable. We have little 
doubt that the bylaw would be accepted 
by the people and that the votes cast 
against it would be but few. This goodly 
city of Victoria, which boasts the name 
of Her Gracious Majesty, would never 
dishonor itself by opposing such a move- 
ment on the part of the city council. Tho 
amount, whatever it might be, could 
either come out of the corporation funds 
or be borrowed. It is to he hoped the 
matter will engage the attention of the 
council this evening. 

MAIthMA.GE LAW REFORM. 

In view of the deliberations, says the 
London Daily News, of the Colonial con- 
ference which, it is understood, will have 
reference to the laws affecting marriage 
with a deceased wife's sister, it may bo 
useful bo state tho colonial case, and the 
serious grievance sought to be remedied. 
The marriages in question are legal in the 
following colonies: Canada, Now South 
Wales, Victoria, South Australia, Tas- 
mania, Queensland, Western Australia, 
Barbadoos and Ceylon. For technical 
reasons, the bills passed with the object 
of legalizing them in New Zealand and 
Natal have not received the sanction of 
the crown. At the Cape and in other 
colonies where the Roman Dutch law pro- 
vails, such marriages are, or were, legal 
under dispensation from the civil author- 
ity; but in deference to the prohibition in 
England, this dispensing power is now 
rarely exercised. The domiciled residents 
of our European dependencies are subject 
in this matter to native laws w hich permit 
such marriages. Throughout continental 
India these unions are legal for all classes 
except European Protestants, while in all 
tho remaining colonies, though not in the 
strict letter legal, they are practically 
valid and incontestable. An exception 
occurs in the Channel Islands and the Isle 
of Man where, owing to the right of jur- 
isdiction possessed by the Bishops of Win- 
chester and Sodor and Man, a power ex- 
ists of nullifying such marriages in tho 
Ecclesiastical courts, only however during 
the lifetime of bot h the parties, and, being 
jealously watched, this power is in fact 
never enforced. Virtually therefore, 
with very slight exceptions, these mar- 
riages are valid in all par's of 
the empire outside the United Kingdom 
But as regards the letter of the law there 
arise out of the restriction in the mother 
country the strangest, anomalies. Thus, 
in tho whole of the Dominion of Canada, 
these marriages are recognized as legal, 
but in Newfoundland they are valid only. 
Precisely the .same difference occurs as 
between the position in Barbadoos and 
that hi tho surrounding islands, and so 
also between tho law of Australia "and 
that i'f New Zealand. From tho same 
cause eminent jurists are about equally 
divided as to whet her such a marriage, 
which is legal in each Australian colony, 
is legal in all. The most serious aspect <>f 
the case, however, and that which con- 
stitutes the grievance is that mar 
riages of this kind, which have Heen 
distinctly sanctioned in various colon- 
ies by the sovereign and her minis 
tors, are nevertheless not recognized ii 
England. There are dicta of tho lato 
Earl Cairns and others implying tho ci 
trary; but those are only expressions of 
individual opinion, and as a matter of ex- 
perience persons lawfully married in tin 
colonies under imperial sanction are or 
coming to England treated as though no 
marriage at all bad taken place. The Ion 
chamberlain refuses them presentation to 
tho queen; they are liable to be charge) 
toll percent, legacy duty instead of one 
the church denies them communion as 
living in incest; and their children cannot 
inherit real estate. Several colonial par 
liamonta have even taken the view that, 
the ret urn to England dissolves tho mat 
riage, and have in that belief specially 
memorialised the queen f ir an amend- 
ment of the law. In its present, state it 
cannot hut be a prolific source of serious 
wrung. The grievance is a practical one, 
the removal of which is easy, and ought 
to bo considered imperative. 

THE ElllST CANADIAN NEWSPAPER. 

The first newspaper prill tod in what is 
now the Dominion of Canada was tho 
Halifax Uatette, tho first number of wbic 
was discovered a few years ago in the 
library of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, at, Boston. It was dated March 
18, L052, ami "published by John Bush 
nell, at the printing office in Graf ton 
atreet." The following interesting details 
Concerning this journal are from tho 
"History uf Printing in America," by 
isaiah Thomas, which was first printed in 
1810, and was republished by the Ameri- 
can Antiquarian Society in 1874: "Print 
tug was introduced into Nova Scotia in 
1751 by Bartholomew Green, jun., who, 
in August, removed from Boston to Hali- 
fax with a press and typus. He died 
about six weeks after his arrival, and waH 
immediately succeeded by John Bushnoll, 
who had been his partner in Boston. 
Bushel) print I'd for tho government, 
and in the first week of January, 
tV52j published the Italifax Gazette, 
fcho linit newspaper printed in 
Nova Scotia. The work for govern- 
ment was inconsiderable, but was the 
chief support of Busnholl. The circulation 
of the paper was in a groat measure con- 
fined to the town, then a more garrison. 



After ii publication of soino months, tho 
publication of it was for a time auspondod. 
At length it was revived, but was not 
issued at regular periods until about the 
autumn °f 1760. Bushnoll died in Fobru- 
ary, 1701, and, with tho prtss and types 
which had boon used by him, the republi- 
cation of the Gazette was commenced by 
\nthony Henry. His tirst paper was 
marked No. 1, and a cut was placed at 
each end of the title: tho one on tho right 
appeared to lie designed for a fowlor pur- 
suing game; bab that on the left was a 
ship. He continued to print it weekly, 
in Thursday, Ul a very indifferent manner 
and with few customers, until 1765, when 
the stamp act was enforced in the colony. 
It was then printed on stamped paper. 
Not more than seventy copies were issued 
weekly from tho press, and tho subscrib- 
ers did not amount to half that 
number. The Gazette had boon printed 
on a half sheet, but after the stamp 
Act Went into operation it appeared on a 
whole one, because thoro was only one 
stamp on a sheet. Tho imprint, when 
printed on a stamped sheet, was: "Hali- 
fax, (in Nova Scotia); printed and sold by 
A. Henry, at tho printing oflico in Sack- 
villo street, whore all persons may bo sup- 
plied with a whole sheet Gazette, at oight- 
oon shillings a year, until t he publisher has 
100 subscribers, when it will bo no more 
than twelvo shillings. Advertisements 
aro ta'kon in and inserted as cheap as tho 
Stamp Act will allow." On tho 15th of 
August, 1766, tho Nova Scotia Gazette, 
handsomely printed and well edited, made 
its appearance at Halifax; but, Henry, af- 
ter a brief suspension, continued his Gaz- 
ette. In 1870, the other paper was dis- 
continued, and as a consequence, Henry 
had an accession of customers. Ho placed 
the king's arms in tho title of the Gazette, 
which he altered to Nova Scotia Gazette 
awl Weekly Chronicle. The Bizo of tho 
paper was enlarged, and tin; typography 
was much unproved. The publication 
ceased in December, J 800, on the death 
of the printer." 

JIB.. HATCH AT FAULT. 

Following up the controversy as to tho 
cattle- raising capabilities of the Canadian 
Northwest, Mr. W. A. Baillio Grohman 
not unnaturally characterizes tho recent 
statements of Air. Unfits Hatch as "ex- 
travagantly erroneous and misleading." 
No better refutation of thoni, as Mr. 
Baillio Grohman remarks, could possibly 
bu found than in tho words of that well- 
known export appointed by Mr. Hatch's 
own government at Washington — namely, 
Mr. E. V. Snialley, who in 1885 wrote: 

The Canadian Northwest is destined to pro- 
duce a largo boot surplus west of the Racky 
Mountains, in tho region drained bytheUppor 
Columbia river mow known as the ICootenay 
district) tlioro are extensive grass tracts unoc- 
cupied by horda. Tho climate is much milder 
than that of tho country cns1 of t lie Rockies, 
and wjll undoubtedly afford a profitable Held 
for stock-raisers when the completion of Lhe 
Canadian Pacific gives ft direct outlet to mar- 
kets. 

Do not let it be forgotten, too, that over 
300,000 head of cattle were last year 
driven from Wyoming and Montana 
through this "homo of the polar bear" 
by the 'cute countrymen of Mr. Hatch 
himself. 

THE CANADIAN ROUTE TO JAPAN. 

Rev. Dr. Ely, of Japan, who spent a 
fow days in Victoria last summer and de- 
livered a most interesting lecture, is now 
in Tokio, and writes as follows in regard 
to tho Northwest: One object 1 had ill 
taking the C. P. It. route to Japan, 
though now longer than the other, was to 
see tho great Northwest mission lield for 
myself, and if possible plant some seeds 
of sympathy for the foreign work as I 
passed along. 1 thank God that I took 
that route. Its sanitary benefit to me has 
boon incalculable. God has given tone 
land 1 have over visited such a heritage 
of ozone-filled air as that which swoops 
those splendid plains from the Rockies to 
Ontario. Everywhere in America where 
I have been 1 found the atmosphere in- 
vigorating in comparison with that of 
■Japan. But tho uplifting, exhilarating 
air of tho Northwest I find nowhere else. 
Tho climate is certainly not for weakling 
drones; but for people with the founda- 
tion of a tolerable constitution to begin 
with, that is the place to secure robust, 
exuberant health. Tho nation to bo 
reared there will bo stalwart, strong, and 
broad in sympathy, I trust, as their 
limitless prairies. I had tin night of 
writing at length of my impressions of 
tho Northwest, but rush of work will 
compel ine to write but a few lines. 
Canada may be proud of her splendid 
heritage there, and also in British Colum- 
bia. Each place di tiers from the eastern 
provinces and Ontario, and from each 
other. Experience alone can teach tho 
proper way to farm or do anything olso as 
it ought to be dune there. But I de- 
wonder at strong fanners sticking and 
grubbing among stones down east, when 
the broad fields and glorious air of the 
west lio open for settlement. It is the 
only place in all Canada that came to me 
with the ghost of a tomptation to stay, 
and if over J have to give up work in 
Japan —which God forbid for many a 
yoar- -1 should go to the Northwest at 
once as a home and field for work.

Respecting the Interpretation of the Municipal 
By-Laws of the City of Victoria, and the 
Enforcing of the Same by Fine or Im- 
prisonment. 

(Paasod 13th April, 1887.) 

Hk It ENAOTBD hy tho Council of the Corpor- 
ation of tho City of Victoria as follows : 
BUQRT TITI.K. 

L This By-law may be cited as the " Interpre- 
tation By-Law."

2. This by-law, and every provision thereof, 
shall extend and apply to every by-law of the 
said corporation now In force or hereafter 
passed, except so far M the provision is incon- 
sistent with too lutentand objector suoll bylaw, 
or tho interpretation which such provision 
would give to any word, expression or clause is 
Inconsistent with the context , and except so Tar 
as any provision hereof isiu any such by-law do- 
clarod not applicable thereto; and i ho omission In 
any by-law of ft (leclnration that the "Interpret- 
ation By-law" applies thereto shall not. bpcpjlT 
Htrui'd to prevent it.s mi applying, although suoll 
express declaration is insotted In some otherhy. 
law. 

CO i.NCKMKNT OV IIY-I.AWS.

Most of tiie emigrants, we 
are told, inttmd to settle in Now Bruns- 
wick, but others have decided to go to tho 
northwest territories, British Columbia, 
Manitoba, and Ontario.

Tho advantages which tho great Cana- 
dian Northwest oilers to the energetic as 
a field for immigration has been the theme 
of many a dissertation from peer and 
peasant alike, but perhaps the plain facts 
were never set forth in so clear and prac- 
tical a light as under a hand-book just 
issued under the auspices of the Canadian 
Pacitic railway. This stupendous enter- 
prise, revealing, as it does, tho vast, but 
imperfectly developed resources of a terri-

Work- 
ing out this formula, the intending settlor 
is provided in tho pamphlet with a variety 
of detail relating to Manitoba, tho North- 
west torritoiy and British Columbia upon 
all tho points which one would naturally 
havo to take into consideration before 
embarking upon an enterprise that should 
bo attended with favorable results. The 
information afforded is ample, but Mr. 
Archer Bakor invites inquiries regarding 
any additional matters that may present 
thoiusolvor. Perhaps tho most practical 
portion of the hand-book consists of a 
number of letters from successful settlers 
relating to their individual experiences, 
and those will bo read with special interest,

NOTES FB0M DONALD. 

Peculiar Tao.tles of the C. P. It.— Hany Men 
Discharged— Episcopal Uuurcli to be Krected 
— Discovery of the Body of C. KvaiiB In the 
Columbia- Fooling with a Revolver— Slides 
In th« Mountains— New Steamer for the 
Columbia Lakes— Ktc, Etc.

A groat deal of Burpriso has resulted 
from the fact that instructions had been 
received from Montreal and great num- 
bers of tho employe's were being dis- 
charged on tho Pacific division, although 
there is lota of work to be done, much 
more in fact than could bo effectually at- 
tended to by the force discharged, all 
through tho Solkirks and west of Kam- 
loops, III tho latter vicinity 1 am credi- 
bly informed the bridges, or BOUlO of 
them, are in a very shaky condition. 

All seem puzzled at tho policy of tho 
C. P. R. magnates, who not only stop 
necessary work, but also impose such un- 
reasonable rates for freight that virtually 
all industrial works, Hitch as sawmills, etc., 
are shut down, and consequently tho de- 
velopment of tho country stayed, as the 
prospectors, being mostly men with 
limited moans, depend upon some of those 
works when, mayhap, they return disap- 
pointed in the fall, or, in any caBo, as 
quartz ia not immediately remunerative, 
with their scanty funds expended. All 
aro unanimous in declaring that the 
present state of affairs brought, about by 
the C. P. R. is worse on tho country than 
tho days of mule teams and pack trains. 
Now the latter aro a dead letter, and 
the only channel through which either 
imports and exports can bo brought or 
forwarded is inimical to our interests — 
and their own, one would think. 

There is some talk of having tho end 
of the western division at Banff, which, 
if done, will not much afl'oct this place, 
as it will always be a centre for machine 
shops, round houses, stores, etc. It is 
likely, though, that Canmore will bo ab- 
sorbed by Banff, it being only thirteen 
miles east of the hot springs. 

Tho townsite, another unaccountable 
move on the part of the C.P.R., has not 
yet been placed on the market at Donald 
No lota can he obtained by business linns 
desiring to erect buildings thereon. 

Two lots have been given in a very 
favorable locality for the erection of an 
Episcopal church, the money to build it 
having been subscribed by the good poo 
plo of Donald, owing to the energy of tho 
Rev. Mr. Irwin. The plans for a very 
pretty church have been prepared by Mr 
Wiley, architect, and tenders will shortly 
be asked for its construction. The estab 
lishment of a school is also on the tapis. 

Tho town is ipiiet just now, owing to 
the cessation of work, but as plans are 
being made for the erection of additional 
biiow sheds in the Solkirks, a change for 
tho better is soon expected by the trad 
people who, on tho whole, have done 
well. 

Last Sunday the body of a man was dis 
coverod in the Columbia river, about two 
and one half miles west of Beaver station 
An inqueat was held by Coroner Vowoll 
on Monday, when it was found that I ho 
remains were those of a man named Chas. 
Evans, who slipped oft' tho ice on the 22d 
of November last, while in the act of dip 
ping a bucket of water from the river at 
Donald. 

On the 27th April a man was accidently 
shot through the thigh while eating dinner 
in a shack. A friend was looking at a re 
volver with the idea of buying it, and not 
knowing it was loaded lie was not as care 
fill as he otherwise would, and so the acci- 
dent occurred, fortunately not very serious 
in its results. 

Some heavy gravel slides came down 
last night or this morning between hero 
and Revelatoke, which prevents tho pass- 
age of the westoru-bound train this after- 
noon, much to the annoyance of the 
through passengers. Had the C. P. It. a 
reasonably strong staff of men in the vicin 
ity, the passengers and mails might havo 
been transferred. 

Many improvements aro going on in 
Donald in the Way of erecting homos and 
putting in gardens, which indicates per- 
manency. 

There is no mining news as yet, but 
later on it is hoped that some of theooartz 
mines now held and represented will ] iovo 
of interest. 

A now steamer is expected to arrive 
shortly from the east, t^i run from Kiel, 
ing Horse to the Columbia lakes. She 
draws nine inches of water, has a capacity 
of nine tons, and quick trips and no stop- 
pages are expected. 

SUPREME COURT. 

[Before Mr. Justice VValkent and a Speoial 
Jury. | 

May 2nd and 3rd. 

Wise w. Ttitfle, Reveaboch, Bossi and 
Elliott— This was an action of libel aris- 
ing out of a memorial signed by tho de- 
fendants and about thirty others, request- 
ing the removal of the plaintifi from the 
office of chief constable and government 
agent at Yale, on the ground of general 
unfitness for office and of certain other 
specific matters charged against him by 
tlie petition. 

The action had already been tried in 
October last., when the defendants had 
pleaded a justification of the libel as well 
as privilege) but tho jury had found 
against them and returned a verdict in 
favor of Mr. Wise for $2,000. The first 
trial was set aside by the full court, who 
considered that the chief justice who tried 
the case did not point out with sufficient 
distinctness that the memorial was 
privileged unless tho defendants Bhowed 
malice. 

Since tho first trial the defendant, 
Bossi, through his brother, had made ar- 
rangements with the plaintiffs solicitor, 
Mr. T. Davie, by [laying 8600 in cash and 
giving a bond for the remainder of tho 
verdict unless reversed on appeal — to re- 
ceive an assignment of the judgment, 

Some days before the present trial the 
defendants abandoned their plea of justi 
(ication, and pleaded Himply that they 
forwarded the memorial without malice 
and that the occasion for the same was 
privileged. It was also pleaded that the 
payment of $600 by Bossi was a discharge 
not only to him, but also to tho othor de- 
fendants. 

Tho judge hold the payment by Bossi to 
be a discharge as to him, and ordered his 
name to be struck out of tho record with- 
out costs, but as to the other defendants 
ruled it, to be no discharge, 

No attempt to prove or justify any of 
the charges against Mr. Wise was now at- 
tempted and the judge left to tho jury 
throe questions: 1. Was tho memorial a 
libel I 2. Were tho defendants actuated 
in sending it by malice / and 3. Damages. 

Tho jury, after a short absence, answer- 
ed the first two questions in the affirma- 
tive, and .awarded a verdict in favor of tho 
plaintiff of $500. 

His lordship directed that motion for 
judgment should bo made on Thursday.

Tho increase in membership is 100 over 
last year. Tho subscriptions to the mis- 
sionary society show an advance on last 
year's of over 35 per cent. — atone mission 
of 100 percent, over last year. A pleas- 
ing feature of our finances is tho libeudity 
displayed by white men in the support of 
our cause. All this is very encouraging, 
and we.take it as an expression of both 
livine and human approval of the general 
course followed by our missionaries in 
prosecuting their labors among tho natives 
and settlers of this coast. 

During tho year a church has been 
erected at Gold harbor on Queen Char- 
lotto Islands, and a school-house at Kit- 
zo-yuela. There was a band of musical 
instruments presented for the Greenville 
mission, Naas river. There is in course 
of erection a lino church at Greenville, 
tho plans and specifications of which have 
been carefully prepared. When it is com- 
pleted it will be a credit, to all concerned. 
It is hoped ti new church will bo begun in 
tho coming conference year at Port Es- 
sington, 

St Port Simpson thorn is a "home " for 
girls, whore twenty aro trained, and a 
boys' orphanage cm tho Naas, In both of 
thoso homes the inmates are clothed and 
fed without any support from the govern- 
ment. Tho "(Had Tidings" is still doing 
work, having travelled over 0,000 miles 
during tho year.
